Assembly Will Study Problems Of California's Wafer Supply

Member of the Assembly

Either H. K Heritor, ohief 
engineer of the Ixis Angeles 
County Flood Control District, 
or Paul Baumann, assistant, 
chief engineer, will represent. 
I/os Angeles County at water 
hearings to he hold In Sacra­ 
mento at the Stale f'apltol from 
10 a.m., Thursday, April 28, to 
8 p.m., Saturday, April 30.

The engineer finally designa­ 
ted for this assignment will 
speak from 8:30 p.m. to 9 p.m., 
on Friday, April 29, In the As­ 
sembly Chambers, on the sub­ 
ject, "Coastal Salt Water In­ 
trusion."

Salt water intrusion also will 
be discussed on the afternoon 
of Friday, April 29, by speakers 
who discuss the various propos­ 
als for barriers in the San Fran­ 
cisco-Oakland Bay Areas to hold 
back fresh water which now 
flows unvexed into the ocean 
from the rivers of Northern Cal­ 
ifornia.

Converting Sea Water 
A high-ranking faculty mem­ 

ber from the University of Cal­ 
ifornia (from either the Berke­ 
ley or the Westwood campus) 
will lecture on converting sea 
water Into fresh water.

This Is not, an Idle dream. It. 
Is being done In Arabia right, 
now and on an experimental 
basis In and near the city of 
Richmond, Calif. At present, the 
?ost Is too high for general use 
mtt It Is believed that, the diffi­ 
culties can be overcome within 
the next few years, and pos­ 
sibly within the coming year.

If this Is accomplished, it can 
free Los Angeles County from 
dependence on the Colorado Riv­ 
er or other outside sources of 
fresh water badly needed for 
our rapidly Increasing popula­ 
tion.
